TAL BANK IN MELBOURNE. 


‘The closing of the Oricutal Bank in Mel- 
bourna seoms tu havo been attendod with i 
considerable excitement there. A fiend 
has becn good enough to forward to cs'a 
copy of the Melbourne. Herald of May Sth, 
Which is fillod with accounts. and incidents 
of tho affair, The amount of gold on deposit 
to tho credit of tho Bank in the Melbourne 
clearing house at tho time of the suspension 
was £34,000. Against this the banks held 
exchanges for £50,000. ‘hero was thus 2 
deticiency of £16,000, ‘Tho Associated 
Banks will take tho £34,000 in pold, aud bo- 
come creditors for £16,000, which is a 
trifling ameunt when divided between nine 
banks. A legal opinion was expressed that 
if theestate of the Bank isto be liquidated 
under tho direction of the English Court, 
it will taku many months befotea dividend 
is paid, The Bank's notes were on sale op 
the 5th May at fifteen’ and ‘sixLeen shillings 
per pound storling. There aro just about 
fifty. Australian holders, af sthe Tank's 
shares, 


Somewhere about nine veloek on the 
murning of the Sth, no of tho largest. cus- 
tomers of the bank waa noticeable with 
atern nad angry visage among the crowd. 
At ten o’cluck lie had Mr Dartuatl’s dray 
fetched ap, and backed iu to tho side en- 
trance of the bank.

le gathered, so much that the. police had 
difficulty in clearing the passage way. The 
sensatiun was the renioval of the big cus- 
tomer’s safe from the vaults. .

Speculation was 
rife, § What’s in it, ch? -Meanwhile tho 
customer maintained a deadly enlmnoss. 
So Dartnall's man drove away, and the rafe 
left the bank for ever. he mub crowded 
round the. millionaire, but he would not un- 
burden his full soul. Perhaps his heart 
was too full for him to speak. 


There was norun on any of the other 
binks. One well-to-do citizen caine hurrying 
up in his phacton from his suburban resi- 


dence, accompanied by members of his 
family, and drew tho reins opposite one of 
the banks which romain open. It was in- 
teresting to note the scrutiny he gave to 
the banking chambor on walking inside. 
All was quist, only a few customers about, 
writing cheques at the tablo, or doing busi- 
ness at the counter.” The clerks wera a8 
calm and bank-like as ever, no‘alteration 
even in the. partiny of thoir hair, or the set 
of the pen behind the ear, when not in- 
dustriously scratching. The citizen wes 
satisfied, and walked out again. 

Tho Bank of Now Zealand acted hand- 
somely ta its customers to whom it had 
paid tho Oriental’s netcs on the after- 
noon of the day of the suspension. Tho 
news of the . suspension was first’ pub- 
lished in Melbourne at. about 2 o'clock 
on: the afternoon of Saturday the 3rd 
May. In -consideration of the impossi- 
bility of many receiving such notes just 
before closing time on. Saturday to tender 
them for payment at the bank of issuo, the 
managoinent of the New Zealand Bank gon- 
‘eronsly decided to cash all Orivutal notes 
issued by them on. that day, they having 
as usnal, taken record of the numbers. 

The Herald publishes a full resumé of the 
charter of the Bank :— 


‘The original charter of the Oriental Bank 
is dated 30th August, 1861. It isa very 
voluninous document, filling aomc twonty 
folios of foolscap, and there arg. several 
other supplementary charters, but they are 
principally extending the time dering which 
the bank ts empowered to carry on business, 
the latest bringing the time down to 30th 
August, 1684, .The charter constitutes 
Messrs Harry George Gurdon, - Richard, 
Harloy Kennedy, Adam Duffy, Henry Allan 
Harriscn, William Erskine, Janics Marshall, 
-and ull others who may becomy posseasod 
of. shares, a body politic and . corporate 
under the style of the Oriental Bank 
Corporation, and declares that it shall be 
lawful for the corporation to purchase as 
well asin the United Kingdom asin Cey- 
Jon, Hongkong, and other places. where a 
“branch bank or agency may be established, 
such house, land, otc., as may be necessary 
for carrying on the business, provided that 
the whole of such houses; buildings, and 
lands shall not exceed.the yearly value of 
£2000. It is declared that the Corporation 
is established for carrying on the business 
of banking, ‘and itis empowered to issue 
notes on Ceylon, Hongkong, Chins or else- 
where.” There is a provision that specie 
equal to at least one-third of the amount 
of the notes in circulation shall be kept at 
the be & or branch bank. It is provided 
that all the debta and engagements of the 
Bank to the. public, contrasted over and 
wbove. thy amount of ‘deposit or banking 
accounts shall not exceed thrice the amount 
of the capital subscribod~ and. actually 
paid-up ; also that the amount of notes in 
circulation shall not at any time exceed.the 
amount of capital actually paid up, unlesa 
with the sanction of the Treasury Commis. 
sioners. It is ordained that the capital 
of the corporation shell consist.of £300,000, 
of 12,000 shares of £25-each together with 
a certain reserved surplas' fund and such 
further capital not excocding the. sum of 
£300,000, if roquired,.in shares of L25 cach, 
to be paid up within threa years, the sum 
of £300,000 ty be taken to ba the capital of 
the tank.

premium, also to be delivered at tho en 
of the month. The same procedure was 
‘followed regarding the signing and making 
the contract notes as in the former case, 
but there was: some suspicion thrown on 
the second contract by the defendant. 
Plaintiff alleged when he made the memn- 
orandam, he had only one form Ieft. On 
the day on which the purchase was made, 
he had had three orders: to buy steamboat 
shares, one of his customers being Mr 
Pereira. -When be began to «make © out 
the note which he handed tv defendant, 
he had some"intention of purchasing the 
sheres for Mr Pereira; but as Mr Pereira
